Man who 
spied for 
Libya gets 
10 years 


TEL AVIV. — Shlomo Druyan, 8. 


former Bat Yam electrician, was 
sentenced to a 10-year jail term by 
the District Court here for spying 
for Libya. Druyan, 29, was arrested 
last April on his return from the 
U.S., where he had ted with 
his family at the end of 1974. 


Sentence was passed last week 
but the Tel Aviv District Court ban- 
ned publication of the fact until yes- 
terday. 

Druyan, who immigrated to Israel 
from Eastern Europe 12 years ago, 
was convicted of agreeing to work 
for Libyan agents, passing on infor- 
mation likely to harm state secur- 
ity, and conspiring to commit acts 
of sabotage in Israel. 

Jn the trial the prosecution said 
Druyan had contacted Syrian end 
Libyan diplomats in the U.S. in Feb- 
ruary 1975, offering his services. He 
was sent to Rome to receive instruc- 
tious from Libyan agents there, and 
he gave them information on mili- 
tary installations and port and air- 
port facilities in Israel. He also drew 
the Libyans ἃ map pinpointing gov- 
ernment buildings in Tel Aviv. 

But Druyan “reached the depths 
of degradation," the court said, 
when he agreed to return to Israel 
to plant explosives in various public 
places, in addition to gathering more 
intelligence information. 

The novice spy never carried out 
his mission in Israel, since he was 
arrested on the day of his return, 
last March 23. After he was indict- 
ed, Druyan denied the charges and 
repudiated the confession he had 
signed for the police. He claimed in 
court that he had “ essed” in 
order to persuade the security ser- 
vices to employ him as 8 double 

it. 


The court rejected this argument, 


accepting the prosecution’s simpler — 


explanation of his motive for betray- 
ing his country: money. Druyan, the 
court held, had received $500 travell- 
ing expenses and 100,000 Italian lire 
(nearly 11,000) as advance pay- 
ment for his services from the Li- 
byans. r 

In view of Druyan’s state of men- 
tal health, the court said it was 
passing a relatively light sentence. 
Sitting in judgment were District 
Court President Ze'ev Zeltmer and 
Judges Moshe Beisky and Y. Ben- 
Dror. YItim)

‘Sorcerer’ leaves Peron 


BUENOS AIRES (AP). — Presi- 
dent Isabel Peron accepted the re- 
signation of Economy Minister 
Celestina Rodrigo yesterday in 
what many feel will be the second 
major resh: of ber cabinet in 
11 days. Her former controversial 
welfare minister and virtua! prime 
minister, Jose Lopez Rega, known 
as the “sorcerer,” flew to Brazil 
early Sunday and then to Madrid 
yesterday. 

He resigned as welfare minister 
and as private secretary of Presi- 
dent Peron under heavy pressure 
from labour unions and Peronist 
forces that accused him of respon- 
sibility for the crisis Argentina ts 
passing through. Two other minis- 
ters also left the cabinet in the 
shuffle. 

The ex-minister, displaying a 
stern face and visibly off-colour, 
told newsmen et Madrid airport 
yesterday ‘he was coming to Europe

Lopez Rega told newsmen he

The minister whose resignation 
was accepted yesterday (he ten- 
dered it on Friday), Celestino Rod- 
rigo, 58, launched a government 
austerity plan last month that met 
the combined resistance of the 
three-miillion-member General La- 
bour Confederation (CGT), the 
armed forces and a broad sector of 
the Peronist party. He was closely 
associated with Lopez Rega. 

A government press office com- 
munigue said Minister of Justice 
Ernesto Corvalan Manclares would 
temporarily take over Rodrigo's 
duties. 

Rodrigo came to office on June 
2. During his brief ministry he 
devalued the Argentine peso twice, 
allowed prices to rise in some cases 
beyond control, and told the nation 
that Argentina was almost bank- 
rupt.

Denktash told jubilant crowds 
gathered Sunday to celebrate the 
firat anniversary of the Turkish 
invasion that, “our biggest grief 
today is the plight of the Turkish 
Cypriots left in the Greek part of 
the island. This problem will be 
settled in a short time. Gur com. 
patriots will be saved.” 

Denktash was to meet Glafkos 
Clerides, his boyhood friend and 
Greek Cypriot partner tn negotia- 
tions over the island’s future, for 


what ‘Cyprus Broadcasting described 


as “purely humanitarian matters.” 

The talks were expected to touch 
on Denktash's threat that all the 
Greek Cypriots in the north — there 
are about 70,000 — would be ex- 
pelled if the government impedes 
his compatriots’ northward trek. 

Archbishop Makarios on Sunday 
called on the U.S. House of Repre- 
Sentatives not to lift the ban on 
American arms shipments to Turkey. 
The House is scheduled to vote 
on 2 compromise bill, which would 
allow resumption of arms shipments, 
halted because of the Turkish oc- 
cupation. 

In Washingtoa about 15,000 
Greek Americans gathered at the 
U.S. Capitol on Sunday to protest 
the bill to restore arms aid to 
Turkey, 


Turkey created a new army on 
the Aegean Coast on Sunday to 
mark the first anniversary of its 
invasion of Cyprus. 

The new Fourth Army, based in 
Izmir on Turkey's west coast, will 
be responsible for Aegean defence, 
previously part of the task of the 
Istanbul-based First Army. The 
Aegean Sea separates Turkey and 
Greece. 


Western diplomats said creation 
of the new force would increase 
tensions between the two North 
Auantic Treaty Organization allies, 


The Greek-Turk dispute spread 
this year to the Aegean, where each 
country has made conflicting claims 
te oi] drilling, sea and air space 
rights. Greece moved troops to its 
islands close to the Turkish main- 
land.

Retreat, quiet trading 


NEW YORK (AP). — Rising in- 
terest rates kept the stock market 
in retreat yesterday in relatively 
quiet trading. 

The Dow Jones Average of 30 in- 
dustriails was down nearly seven 
points half an hour before the close. 
and losers outpaced gainers by 
about a 5 to 2 margin on the New 
York Stoek Exchange. 

The session began with some buy- 
ing on 2 Beirut newspaper's report 
that Egypt and Israel had agreed 
on a three-year truce plan. But the 
Dow, up about 2 points in the early 
going, turned back after the first 
National Bank of Chicago raised its 


prime lending rate from 7.25 to 75 
per cent. Fears of further upward 
pressure on the key bank rate were 
heightened by an upward trend in 
most open market money rates yes- 
terday. 

Pan American World Airways 
was lower in active trading in view 
of the Iranian report that it would 
now ot rally to the airline's 
assistance.

US. landing ban could 


bring Concorde down 


NEW YORK.— 
AFTER THE RECENT announce- 
ment that there will be Congressional 
hearings to determine whether the 
White House made secret and illegal 
antees to the British and French 
vernments to allow Concorde into 
U.S. airports, a senior State Depart- 
ment official has denied that any 
such promise was made. This denial 
was coupled with a strong 
recommendation that Concorde "be 
treated fairly in all aspects of U.S. 
Government recommendations." 

‘These comments were contained In 
an unusual letter from Agalstant 
Secretary of State Robert Ingersoll 
to the Speaker of the House, Carl 
Albert. The letter, dated July 9, was 
obtained and released by 
Congressman Lester Wolff who has 
been leading Congressional action to 
ban Concorde from the U.S. 

“The allegations that we promised 
the British or French Governments 
that the Concorde would be admitted 
to the U.S. are not correct,” r- 
soll’s letter stated. "They lers- 
tand that the Concorde must meet 
U.S. environmental and other re- 
quirements.., 

“However. the British and French 
Governments have on several oc- 
casions expressed to the U.S. 
Government their concern about the 
possible discriminatory treatment of 
the Concorde, We have assured them 
at the highest levels that the Con- 
corde would be treated fairly in all 
aspects af U.S. Government 
regulations. For the Congress to sus- 
pend existing procedures even now in 
progress without an administrative, 
Judicial or Congressional hearing 


and to ban Concorde summarily 
would certainly provoke claims on 
the part of the British and French 
Governments that the Concorde, 2 
project in which they have invested 
neariy three billion dollars and which 
[8 of enormous significance to them. 
was being excluded discriminatorily 
and contrary to U.S. treaty and other 
obligations.” 

Ingersoll’s letter shows a subtle 
shift in the State Department's at- 
titude towards Concorde landings. 
Last month he was reported to have 
been one of two senior State Depart- 
ment officials who wrote to the 
Governors of New York, New Jersey 
and other state officiala (who could 
have the last word on whether Con- 
corde iands in New York), hinting 
that a ban on Concorde could serious- 
ly harm Angto-American diplomatic 
relations. 

The existence of this and other Ad- 
ministration pressures gave rise to 
the demand for Congressional 
hearings which will start on July 24. 

John Hellegers. counsel to the En- 
vironmental Defence Fund — a 
nationwide conservationist organiza- 
tion — has announced that ifthe FAA 
gives permission for Concorde to 
Jand, his group will sue the FAA. 

“If we can keep Concorde out of 
Kennedy, it may be the end of this 
plane world-wide,” Hellegers added. 
“There is a report that British 
Airways, which does not like this 
plane any more than we do, has an 
escape ciause fn its contract with the 
French Government that if it cannot 
get landing rights at Kennedy it may 
withdraw from the deal."

Growing Arab influence 


‘in the U.K. 


endangering 


jobs of many Jews

LONDON.— 
THE LOCAL JEWISH community is 
alarmed that increasing Arab in- 
fluence in Britain poses a serious 
threat to the jobs of many Jews. 
The defence committee of the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews 
cites, as an example. Jews who 
were removed from the board of the 
merchant banking firm of Edward 
Bates after Arabs acquired con- 
trolling interest in the bank. Another 
example was the case of the non- 
Jewish wife of a Jew who lost her job 
because of the firm's ties with 
Arabs. 


The committee pointed to a need to 
amend the Race Relations Act in 
order to avoid. discrimination 
against Jews. One problem recogniz- 
ed by the committee was the reluc- 
tance of individuals to come forward 
with complaints of discrimination. 

The Board is now dealing with 
complaints from executives unable 
to visit Saudi Arabia on company 
business because they are Jewish. 
This could lead to some firms 
becoming reluctant to hire Jews. In 
@ request for protective legislation. 
the Board noted that a Saudi plan to 
award massive grants to the Charing 
Cross Hospital was on condition that 
one hundred places be reserved for 
Saudi medical students for the next 
five years. This poses a serious 
threat to the future status of Jewish 
students and teaching staff there, 
given Saudi Arabia's extremely anti- 
Semitic policy. 

‘The future holds little prospect for 
change, however, unless the British 


Government takes -the lead. The 
Arab boycott was recently given a 
boost. moreover, with the formation 
of an Arab-British Chamber of 
Commerce. Ostensibly its purpose is 
to promote trade with Britain, but in 
fact its aims are to close the 
loopholes in the boycott blacklist. 
Through the offices of the Chamber 
of Commerce the Arabs hope. to ex- 
tract $3m. from 5,000 potential sub- 
scribers. Its executive Includes top 
London bankers, including the son of 
former Conservative Foreign 
Secretary Douglas-Home. 

The Jewish reaction has been to in- 
tensify and coordinate retaliatory 
measures by forming what is called 
the Anti-Boycott Coordinating Com- 
mittee, popularly known by its in- 
itials, ABC. It comprises the Board, 
the Anglo-Israel Chamber of 
Commerce, the Zionist Federation, 
the Trades Advisory Council (form- 
ed to fight anti-Jewish discrimina- 
tion years ago) and B'nai B'rith. 

The Jewish Community here fears 
that weak Government statements 
only encourage the insidious spread 
of the boycott to various spheres of 
British life. They noted that an- 
ticipatory fears of Arab reprisals 
were causing British firms to refuse 
to supply israel with non-strategic 
materials like green houses, aerosol-. 
filling machinery, musica) in- 
struments and even hospital 
operating theatres. 

A case is even known of a firm 
applying to the Arab League office 
here for a questionnaire because it 
wished to trade with Iran, which is 
not an Arab and certainly 
does not subscribe to the Arab 
boycott.

HAIFA. .— An lon implantation 
laboratory. the first in Israel, was 
dedicated at the Technion’s Maurice 
and Reuben Rose Solid State 
Institute last week: The implanter is 
said to be one of the few such 
sophisticated instruments in opera- 
tion. 

Ion implantation involves the 
process of modifying the physical or 
chemical properties of a solid by im- 
bedding into it appropriate atoms in 
the form of a beam of fonized par- 
ticles.

Industrial exports may be $1,700 m. 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

Despite the international trade 
recession, Israel's industrial exports 
should reach $1,700m. this year — 
only $100m. short of the target set in 
the National Budget for 1975, accor- 
ding to officials in the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. 

Chief shortfall is in diamonds, 
though net earnings {after deducting 
the import component) may not be 
less than last year. one official 
pointed out. ‘We are exporting 
smaller stones, which have a higher. 
added value. Gross dollar recelpts 
from gem cxports fell by six per cent 
in the first six months of this year 
(compared with January-June 19741 
— but the carats sold increased by 


seven per cent,” he said. 

“If we take ‘other’ industrial ex- 
ports ‘omitting, that is, diamonds 
and fuell, turnover rose by 20 per 
cent during January to June. We 
need an increase during the coming 
six months of almost one-quarter 
(from $485m. last year to $595m. 
this! to hit target." he stated. 

He believes it can be done. “In the 
single month of June, the increase in 
these manufactured exports was as 
much ag 28 per cent. This occurred 
despite a decline in food. textiles and 
plywood. Other branches expanded 
their foreign sales by considerably 
more than the generaj average, 
notably metals and electronics.”" he 
concluded.

humar spirit over the brutality 
of historic circumstance, and 
sparked a ‘practicai-political 
liberation movement which 
antedated all contemporary 
Near and Middle Eastern 
nationalisms. 

The State of Israel came into 
being seven months after the 
partition vote at Lake Success. 
The spiritual power of the idea, 
combined with the age-old 
Jewish refusal to yield to force, 
and battle for the right to persist 
as a minority, had once more 
vindicated man's faith in the 
principle of human freedom.
